CANADA IS IN DEBT TO ALBERTA 
AND SASKATCHEWAN 


The Government of Ontario plans to 
put 10,000 men at work on October 1st on 
the construction of the Trans-Canada 


highway through the northern section of 
that province, 

The feeding of this great army of 
road-builders has been placed in the hands 
of a firm of contractors, and is said to 
constitute the largest boarding contract 


ever awarded in Canada. The contractors 
have issued a circular pointing out how 
large a market will thus be created for 
Ontario farm products. The importance 


of that feature of the operations may be 
gathered from the fact that 40,000 bush- 
els of potatoes appears as one item on the 
menu, 

How much money will be spent by the 
Provincial and Dominion Governments in 
wages to the road-makers has not been 
given out. That it will run to several 
millions of dollars is certain. And Ontario 
will benefit by a corresponding curtail- 
ment of the amount that will have to be 
paid out during the winter months for the 
direct relief of unemployed men. 

Thus in two ways that province will 
benefit directly, and enormously, from the 


enterprise; besides getting a highway 

constructed through its great northern

Columbia, can construction be so costly, 
and in none is any comparable amount of 
construction required. None of the others 
can therefore expect to get as large a 
measure of benefit from Dominion aid in 
the building of the national turnpike; it is 
even doubtful if all the others together 
will get an equal amount of benefit from 
the Dominion’s contribution toward the 
cost 

But it reasonable proposi- 
lion that, where the Dominion is to spend 
so much in opening up the hinterland of 
one province, it should take a generous 
attitude toward the highway require- 
ments of other provinces, and that it 
should be willing to make some allowance 
to provinces w hic h have already at their 
own expense built highways which are to 
be incorporated into the Trans-Canada. 

That is notably the position in which 
the province of Alberta is situated, and 
the province of Saskatchewan is placed 
somewhat similarly. Only twenty-three 
miles of highway have to be built and 
sixty-five miles gravelled to make the 
Trans-Canada a fact all the way across 
Alberta. With the exception of that 
stretch, the province has already built and 
paid for the whole section of the Trans- 
Canada from Walsh to Banff. In Saskat- 
chewan also a relatively small amount of

The reason, of course, is that the 
producers cannot find buyers at prices 
that would: pay them for the time and 


trouble of picking and shipping the fruit 
time ago the Government of On- 
tario launched a plan to salvage food sup-

plies in danger of being wasted in this 
manner, and to turn them to account for 
the relief of destitute families. Trucks 


were sent through country districts to pick 
up vegetables and fruit which the growers 
could not sell and did not want, and to 
transport these to the cities, where they 
were to be given to families asking fot 
relief. 

Something along that line might be de- 
veloped as a conservation and relief policy 
in other parts of the Dominion, or even on 
an inter-provincial scale. ‘The cost of 
transportation and distribution is the only 
barrier that stands between the surplus 
tomato and pear crops in British Columbia 
and families in western centres who will 
have to do without these things unless 
they can get them for nothing. 

Surely in this twentieth century it is 
possible to work out some scheme by 
which surplus food can be given to desti- 
tute people rather than allow it to go ab- 
solutely to waste.
